ATURE has given mankind certain beautiful gifts whose individuality 
even she herself neither copies nor duplicates. Their inherent beauty 
stands supreme — untouched by man's feeble efforts at imitation. The 
limpid, brilliant iridescence of the diamond, for instance. The glowing 
mistiness of the pearl. The waxen translucence of seasoned ivory. 

The art of man, too, has evolved forms of beauty whose individuality 
remains unique through the ages . . . The transparent lustre of ancient por' 
celains. The deep, rich texture of moyen^age tapestries. 

This book will tell about another such creation of man in his quest of 
beauty. A glass — whose peculiar, intrinsic radiance sets it apart from all 
other kinds of glass — as individual as old tapestry, as rich in beauty as an 
ancient jewel . . . Tapestry Glass. 

The name, as might be inferred, comes from a beautiful richness of tex' 
ture. And it is not surprising that this rich glass is frequently employed in 
close proximity to fine old hangings in homes where taste and luxury prevail. 

To describe in words the effect and quality of Tapestry Glass is almost 
impossible. It is quite different from any other glass made. If you were to 
hold some object close against the back of a piece of Tapestry Glass you 
would be quite surprised to find this glass transparent, almost as much so 
as ordinary glass. But move the object away — even a few inches — and the 
transparency disappears. At a short distance outlines are lost. And as the 




object moves farther away, it disappears into scarcely more than a shadow, 
unless by chance a very sharp focus of light rests on it. 

That is why moving objects seen through doors or partitions of Tapestry 
Glass lose their tendency to disturb you when you desire privacy. 

Yet and here's one of the curious properties of Tapestry Glass — it never 

gives a sense of blank opaqueness. It has a certain quality perhaps best 
described by the adjective alive. When light plays on its surface or through 
it, Tapestry Glass becomes almost vibrant. It reveals a silvery sheen, unlike 
any glass youVe ever been accustomed to. A glowing depth, which trans- 
parent glass, of course, cannot have — and which glass whose surface has 
been merely pressed into a pattern does not possess. 

It is a quality not unlike some of the rare old glass found in art objects 
of antiquity — the glass of the famous old "lost formulas." 

So much for the beauty of Tapestry Glass! 

This glass has other virtues that to many of us will stand out as even 
more important. 

Turn your back to a window glazed with Tapestry Glass and look 
around the room. Notice the walls — the corners. Then, for comparison, study a 
room lighted by windows of ordinary glass. You'll see a surprising difference. 

In rooms lighted through Tapestry Glass, you find no sharp glare, no 
heavy shadows. Plenty of illumination — but illumination that has an even, 
diffused quality. Direct sunlight loses its harshness, but not its strength. 
Even indirect light takes on a new, radiant glow. Corners hitherto dark are 
no longer dusky and dim. It is a cheerful light. An easy light to work in. 

We might go on to enumerate many other advantages of this unusual 
glass. Its obscuring quality, for example. It is ideal for shutting out an un- 
wanted view, without sacrificing light. But the many examples of Tapestry 
Glass uses shown in the following pages give a quite complete story.

For the ingredients and initial processes used are the same as 
those used in making the finest plate glass. In fact, if submitted to grinding 
and polishing processes, the result would be equal to the plate glass of 
highest quality. 

This inner transparency is the reason why Tapestry Glass transmits the 
light so readily. The silvery surface is the secret of its diffusing properties. 

The uses of this beautiful glass are almost endless, in homes, in public 
buildings, in institutions, offices, stores. In the home, it offers an answer to 
countless difficult problems. The living room windows that overlook an un- 
sightly back yard. The French doors that must shut out a view of dining room 
preparations. Hall skylights. Bathroom windows. Vestibule doors. Cupboard 
and cabinet doors. Transoms. Table and desk tops. 

Business has been quick to adopt Tapestry Glass. For partitions, doors 
and windows. Store front trim. Professional offices. Telephone booths. 
Indirect lighting devices. And numerous other special uses. 

Tapestry Glass invites many interesting, novel treatments. It may be 
obtained with both surfaces in the original tapestry finish; or with one 
polished and one tapestry surface. The surface may be varied with chipping 
or sand-blasting. It may be colored by an Italian process that gives it the 
effect of stained glass. It may be mitered into intricate patterns of lines and 
angles. Examples of these treatments are shown on succeeding pages.
